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SAVES THREE BOYS 
ON BURNING BOAT 


Charles Tearney in Launch Kid 
Aas When . Hull Has 
Burned to Water's Edge. 


CROWDS WATCH OM SHORE 


Three boys were rescued at midnight last 
night from a burning thirty foot motorboat 
by Charles Tearney in the launch Kid. The 
motorboat burned to the waters edie, the 
flames even defacing the name of the craft, 

Many residente on the south shere wit- 
nessed the fire, the frantic dance of the 
trapped figures silhouetted againet the flames 
of the vesesl, the rush of a dozen boats from 
short to effect a rescue—but they did not see 
the rescue itself, This led to the report that 
the occupants of the boat had drowned, 


Oldest 15 Years Old. ~ 

The three boye were thirteen, fourteen, and 
fifteen years old They did not give their 
names to the skipper of The Kid, and he 
permitted them to go after taking them to 
‘the harbor at Fiftty-fourth street. But they, 
did give an account of the accident. 

We secured the boat in the harbor at the 
foot of Randolph street,” one of them said, 
“and started south. One of us struck a 
match to light a lamp. The match dropped 
in the gasofine supply tank. Instantly there 
was a terrific explosion, the flare of which 
must have attracted attention from the shore. 
We were all burned, and the flames crowded 
us to the edge of the boat. We would have 
jumped, if you had not come to our rescue 
in time.” 

Burns for Hour Before Rescuers Go. 

The fire burned for almost an hour before 
the rescue parties went to the aid of the 
boat. People who saw the blaze from their 
homes called the Jackson park Ife saving 
station and the Hyde Park police station. 

The lookout at Jackson park roused the 
Ute savers from bed. When they Started the 


games fit up the shore. Wher they arrived 


the fire had consumed nearly all that was 
combustible, even licking the paint from the 
hull and obliterating the name of the boat. 

The life savers extingUished the fire, which 
hed swept from bow (o stern, and towed 
the craft into the harbor. 


Burns Like Huge Torch, Says Witness 

Among those who saw the fire from shore 
was Mrs. W. Severn Greer, who lives at 4519 
Oakenwald avenue. She sald she firet learned 
of the fire at 10 o'clock, Neighbors noticed 
a huge torchlike Game out on the lake and 
called her to the lake wall along the right of 
way of the Illinois Central railroad. 

“The flames firet were called to my atten 
tion by one of the neighbors, who hed gone 
out along the lake wall to gain some relief 
from the heat,” said Mre. Greer. 

A few minutes after 10 o'clock I could 
make out that the flames were being beaten 
flat along the lake by the off shore wind, al- 
ternately rising, when the wind had gone 
down, and towering high into the sky in 4 
blast of their ewn making, like en immense 
torch, which a lake hase made more mys- 
terious.

They were 
not disturbed. Their finding fixed the time of 
Dr. Tong's death as Tuesday night. 

Two men who looked mare like Japanese 
than Chinese were seen about the stoop of 
the house late on Tuesday evening, and their 
behavior was such, neighbors said, that they 
became objects of curious observation. After 
lurking in the vicinity and peering repeatedly 
into Dr. Tong's windows, they left the neigh- 
borhood. 

Dr. Tong came to the United States five 
years ago. He was a graduate of the Tientsin 
Medical college and took a post graduate 
course here in the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons. He bad been a medical officer in 
the Chinese army before coming to this coun-

The 
wearer, thanks to the chief of police, has a 
permit to wear the straw lid, and if he should 
commit murder in defending his rights he 
could plead justifieble homicide

INCREASE IN FREIGHT RATES 
HALTED BY COMMERCE BOARD. 


Schedule Announced to Go Into Effect 
Tomorrow Suspended Until Dec. 31 to 


Permit Inquiry. 


Washington, D. C. Aug. 31.—Increased 
freight rates proposed by transcontinental 
railroads for transportation of commodities 
from eastern points to Pacific coast terminals 
were suspended today by the interstate com- 
merce commission from Sept. 2 until Dec. 31, 
pending an investigation. 

The proposed -increases affect practically 
all commodity freight from Atlantic seaboard 
and middie western points of origin to desti- 
nations on the Pacific coast, ranging from 8 
to 60 per cent. 6 

The commission also ordered a suspension 
of proposed increases of traneportation rates 
on lumber, ranging from 1 to 6 cents a hun- 
dred pounds, from points in the south to 
destinations in Canada from Sept. 1 until Dec. 
90 In a supplemental order it suspended for the 
same period proposed increases ranging from 
11-8 to 2% cents a hundred pounds on lum- 
ber from Ohio river transfer points to 
Canadian destinations. The traffic affected is 
heavy and the proposed tariffs apply to every 
railroad in the south.

System Into Operation 
on Jan. 1. 


EXPERTS TO RUN SCHEME. 


Hiteheock Will Appoint Board 
to Determine Best Way to 
Conduct New Venture. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN.. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—(Special.}— 
Under plans in course of preparation by Post- 
master General Hitchoock a comprehensive 
system of parcels post.will be placed in op- 
eration on Jan. 1. ‘ 

Hitchcock proposes to . complete prep- 
arétions made for carrying any and all par- 
dels within the limit of weight through the 
malis that may be posted on and after the 
date mentioned. 8 

This means that extra help will have to be 
hired, additional team arrange- 
ments made with the railrogds for the trans- 
portation of the freight, and precise instruc- 
tions issued for the guidance of postmastere 
and railway mail clerks. 

As the first step in the development of 
the system Hitchcock will create a board of 
postal officials which will ascertain how the 
express companies do business sad apply the 


factory. solution of the problem. 


‘To Divide Country Into Zones. 
The members - of this board um be men 

* in the railway mail department, post- 

al ‘inspection service, and fan division. 
It will be their duty to dtvide the country 
into zones, represented on appropriate postal 
maps, and make a schedule of charges there- 
tore in accordance with the law. 
In addition the board will arrange for the 
equipment, determine the number of wagons 
and horses that may be necessary, and recom- 
mend the number of clerks necesasry in vari- 
ous Offices to assure the prompt carriage of 
any parcels mailed. 
Fortunately the postal service hae bad ex- 
perience in handling parcels For years it has 
been receiving and delivermg merchandise 
rated as fourth class. 


Intention of Congress. 

It was not intended by congress in the en- 
actment of the parcels post law to put the ex- 
press companies oft of business. What the 
lawmakers sought to do was to break the 
“ strangle hold” of express companies upon 
the legitimate business of the postal depart- 
ment. 


It is expected that the rates fixed by the 
law will prove too high, but, with a con- 
sressional commission to investigate this 
subject and the experience of a few months, 
it is expected that a schedule of prices can 
be fixed which will be satisfactory. 

The commission consists of Senators Briggs 
of New Jersey, Bristow of Kansak, and 
Bryan of Florida, and Representatives Fin- 
ley of South Carolina, Lewis of Maryland, 
and Gardner of New Jersey. 

Postmaster General Hitchcock ie confident 
the service will be inaugurated without 
much difficulty and that it will operate sat- 
isfactorily to the people who use it. 


Will Wipe Out Monopoly. 

After next Jan. 1 the express companies 
no longer will have a monopoly for the ship- 
ping of small packages, tho postmaster gen- 
eral said today. The new parcels post will 
then be in working order. and ready to trans- 
port any package weighing not more than 
eleven pounds. 

Ot course, it is too early to predict just 
how much the express companies will be 
affected. There is no doubt, however, that 
they will have to wake up and pay more at- 
tention to improving the service than they 
had to when a monopoly was enjoyed.”

Report in Boston That Grand 


Jury Work Is Not 
Completed.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—[Speclal. 
The federal government max participate in 
the prosecution of the men charged with 
planting dynamite during the strike at Law- 
rence. 

The department of justice is investigating 
reports that there was an illegal interstate 
shipment of dynamite for use in Lawrence. 
If this charge is well founded the shippers 
will be subjected to a heavy penalty under 
a federal statute. 

The law forbids interstate shipments of 
dynamite improperly labeled or lacking a 
label. One of the reports received by the 
department is that dynamite was found at- 
tached to the trucks of a car that arrived 
in Philadelphia and which went to that city 


| via Lawrence from Bellows Falls, Vt. 


The department will seek to establish the 
purchasers of this dynamite, its shippers, 
and the men to whom it was consigned. This 
information may be of value in connection 
with the trialiof William M. Wood, president 
of the American Woolen company, and others 
indicted on a charge of conspiracy in con- 
nection with the planting of dynamite at 
Lawrence. 


May Affect Wood Defense. 

If it should be discovered that Mr. Wood 
had nothing to do with the shipment a strong 
case would be obtained by the defense. If 
the evidence should connect the men indicted 
with the shipment their case would be weak- 
ened. 

The district attorney at Boston instituted 
an investigation last spring into some alleged 
dynamite shipments. He failed to substan- 
tiate the charges, according to the depart- 
ment of justiee, and the matter wae dro 

The administration feels that labor wil! 
watch the Lawrence affair with intense in. 
terest, and will insist upon as thorough an 


effort to convict the guilty as was displayed 


in connection with the prosecution of the 
McNamaras at Los Angeles. It is realized 
that there must be no favors shown and 
that no matter how high the station of the 
men on trial or what their influence may be, 
absolute justice must be administered. 
Under such circumstances, the attorney 
general will follow every clew with a view 
in determining who violated the law in con- 
nection with illegal dynamite shipments. 


Further Action May Result. 

Boston, Mass, Aug. 81.—Interest in the 
investigation of the alleged planting of dyna- 
mite at Lawrence during the textile strike 
was renewed today by the report that the 
indicting of W. M. Wood, president of Amer- 
ican Woolen company, Dennis J. Collins, and 
a thirq man who has not been arrested, 
would not complete the work of the grand 
jury. 

The grand jury will meet again next week 
for the regular September term and it was 
reported that the district attorney might 
have still further evidence to present.

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IN PHILIPPINES 


Frank R. White Says Schools 
Have Introduced Game 
Into the Islands. 


PROGRESS IN EDUCATION 


Manual Training Strong Feature 
in System Outlined by 
Americans. 


The difficulties encountered in America in 
getting new ideas in education into operation 
and in getting adequate funds to carry onthe 
work are not met in the Philippines. 

This is the statement of Frank R. White; 
director of the bureau of education of the 
Philippine islands, who is in Chicago for 


clud. He said the Philippine legislature 
probably provides more generously and more 
willingly for the work of education than for 
any other branch of the government activ~- 
ities. 

Incidentally, the baseball season in the 
islands is now at its height. Through the 
public schoole the game has been. introduced, 
so that the pesttime of cock fighting, hitherto 
the national sport, has been relegated to the 
Pingpong class. 


Educational Work Expanding. 

“ The educational work of the government 
has expanded rapidly in the Philippines dur- 
ing the last two years,” said Mr. White, who 
has been in the islands since 1901, following 
his graduation from the University of Chi- 
cago “There is an enrollment of over 
600,000 children in 4,400 schools. There are 
800 American teachefs and superintendents 


| and 8,000 Filipino teachers. The cost of 


education in the islands for the last two 
years has been more than $3,000000 an- 
nually, no part of which comes from the 
United States treasury. The school at- 


tendance has been doubled in the last five 


years, although there is no compulsory edu- 


cation.“ 


The three lines of work pushed hardest, 
according to Mr White, are the construction 
of buildings, the introduction of American 
games and physical training, and the estab- 
lishment of a system of industria! education. 


Manual Training for 450,000, 
„Manual trainings is being taught to 450,0u0 | 
children, continued Mr. White, with the 
purpose of giving the boys and girls a knowl- 
edge of certain industries by which they may 


earn a liveithood or at least improve their E 


living conditions. The products of the chil- 
dren are sold and the maker given the pro- 
ceeds after subtracting the cost of the mate- 
rial and 10 per cent of the price, which goes 
for keeping up the equipment. 

“The girls are taught to weave native 
grasses and sedges into hats, mats, and bas- 
kets. Special attention is paid to teaching 
them embroidery and lacemaking. With 
proper instruction they turn out products 
equal to that of the French convents. House- 
keeping and homemaking also are taught. 


American Vegetables’ Introduced. 

“ American vegetables have been intro- 
duced through the schools with excellent re- 
sults. Last year we had more than 3.000 
school gardens in operation. The diet of tha 
people is substantially improved by this 
means.” 

Mr. White brought Over a small exhibit 
of Philippine embroidery, laces, baskets, 
and mats, which will ba shown for two 
weeks at the Art institute, beginning next 
Wednesday.

JUDGE SLAMS SECRET ORDERS 


Gibbons Calls Organizations Ene- 
mies of Civilization. 


HE RULES IN “FRAT” CASE. 


Orders Oak Park School Board to Re- 
admit Edward Smith. 


High school fraternities and all other secret 
organizations were branded yesterday as 

“enemies of the state and foes of our Chris- 
tian civilization.” 

Judge John Gibbons made the attack on 
secret organizations during the hearing of a 
case in the Circuit court which involved the 
fight against the frats at the Oak Park 


High school. 

The court found in favor of the boy in the 
case of Edward Smith and ordered him re- 
‘Anetated, but he ruled that the evidence 
failed to prove the fad’s connection with ang 
secret society. 


Agrees as to “Baleful Influence,” 

In announcing his decision the court said 
he agreed with the attorneys for the school 
board as to the “baleful influence of 
„rats.“ Then he widened his remarks to 
cover the entire fleld of secret organizations. 

“Secret societies,” he said, ate and al- 
ways have been a menace to order and law. 
They inculcate in their members a spirit of 
insubordination, prevarication and f se- 
hood, and thereby indirectly. if not dee tly. 
shield from punishment members leagcued 
together by secret pledges and pass words. 

“From the days when Robesplerre ane 
other Jacobins hoisted the red flag of the 
commune to the night when. McNamara and 
other anarchists blew up the Times building 
in Los Angeles, every vile conspiracy that 
has shocked mankind and convulsed the 
nations may be traced to the evil Influence 
of secret societies.” 


Boy’s Reinstatement Ordered. 

The Smith boy, whose reinstatement was 
ordered. lives with his father, George Smith. 
at 404 Home avenue, Oak Park. He was ex- 
pelled. March 22, 1912. 

Judge Gibbons said the evidence showed 
the boy was not a member of any prohibited 
fraternity, and that, In addition, his father 
was one of the first residents of Oak Prk 
to petition its school board to bar fraternities 
and sororities.

An employé of the Continental and Com- 


] Mercial National bank was yesterday re- 


leased from the maw of a shark by Tue 
TRIBUNE'S loan shark bureau, which forced

after discharging him when an assignment 
of his salary was presented. 

The employé borrowed $50 from the Chi- 
cago Investment company, 8 South Dear- 
horn street, five weeks ago.

A few days later a woman agent of the 
shark called at the bank and demanded that 
he pay at once. Then she flaunted his letter 
in his face and informed him that she would 
notify his employer and he would be fired.” 

There is on record in District Judge Landis’ 
count the case of two young men, also bank 
employés, who took money from the till 
when goaded as this victim was. But he was 
stronger. He remembered Tus TRIBUNE 
loan shark bureau, and he turned to it for 
ald. 

Cairoli Gigliotti, who has settled twenty 
cases for the bureau, took hiscase. He found 
that the Chicago Investment company want- 
ed $70, in addition to the $8.75 the victim had 
paid, to clear him from the books.

TOKIO, Aug. 81.—GSome of the official plans 
for the tm@erial funeral have been an- 
nounced. 

They will take place here on the evening of 
Sept. 13. At the Aoyema parade ground +. 
large inclosure wil) be buik surrounded by 
a bamboo fence At one part of the n- 
closure there will be constructed a building 
00 feet by 45, where the funeral services are 
to be held. 

At a distance of 120 feet in front of the 
main building will de put up one torii—the 
gateway used for Shinto shrines—while there 
will be another torii at the entrance of the 
inclogure. On both sides of the passage to the 
main building between the two torli, there are 
to be constructed two big buildings, the size 
of each being 420 by 120 feet. Besides these 
there are to be built several comparatively 
mall buildings for the accommodation of of- 
ficilals and other purposes.

Aji those who join the funeral procession 
must go on foot, and they will be besides 
the emperor as chief mourner, the princess 
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lle Bropucdis.

‘PARIS, Aug. 31.—A paper, illustrated by 
photographs, on the laughter of amimals, has 
been presented to the zodlogica] section of the 
Psychological institute by Dr. Raphael Du- 
bois. 

He shows the photograph of a young gray- 

hound to which a lump of sugar is being 
offered. The dogs lower lip, writes the doc- 
tor, is dropped. while the upper up is raised 
in a kind of grin. The teeth and gums are 
dare, the jaws lightly opened, the nostrils 
Gilated, the eyelids half closed, the ears lajd 
back.

TRISH HOME RULE

PARTIES NEARLY EQUAL. 


| Threats of Rebellion by Orange- 
men Not New and Only Ex- 
cite Amusement. 


BY BERNARD MAC GILLIAN. 

Ulster is not opposed to home rule. In- 
stead, a majority of the people of Ulster 
have declared in its favor at every election 
since 1485, when the household suffrage law 
was passed. This is a fact notwithstanding 
the cabled reports that Ulster is preparing 
to resist home rue by armed force. Thege 
reports are eo inaccurate and the prevailing 
impréssions on the subject are so erroneous 
that the writer, an Ulsteran fully conversant 
with conditions, is impelled to attempt «@ 
correction. ; 
| The threat to set up a provisional govern- 
ment in Ulster and take up arms against 
the forces of the British empire is highly 
amusing to every person familiar with.con- 
ditions there. What are these conditions? 
Ulster comprises nine counties and is rep- 
resented in the imperial parliament by thirty- 
three members. During two parliaments the 
province has been represented by seventeen 
home rulers and sixteen Unionists. From 
1886 until 1802 the figures were eighteen home 
rulers and fiftegn Unionists, while at present 
the representation is sixteen home rulers 
and seventeen Unionists. The present Un- 
ionist majority is owing solely to dissension 
in the Nationalist ranks in Derry City, which 
cost the home rulers a seat there. 


Five Counties Are Nationalist. 

Analy mn, the situation further. it is e 
that five Ulster counties, Donegal, Ty 
Fermanagh, Cavan, and Monaghan are 
overwhelmingly Nationalist, while but three 
counties, Antrim, Down, and Armagh, are 
correspondingly Unionist. The people of 
the remaining county, Derry, are practically 
equally divided on the qhestion. In the five 
Nationalist counties there are but two Union- 
ist districts, while in the three Unionist 
counties four districts are repreeented by 
home rulers. 

There is in Ulster much opposition to home 
rule. That cannot be denied, but the op- 
position is confined almost entirely to the 
northeast corner, Antrim and Down, together 
with the larger part of Armagh and about 
half of Derry. 


Clamor to Arouse Sympathy. 

What the opposition lacks in numbers it 
endeavors to make up for in vociferous pro- 
tests against an Irish parliament. ‘It does 
not hesitate to misstate the case, loudly pro- 
claiming that Ulster will never submit to 
a government in Dublin. All this, of course. 
is designed to arouse the sympathy of the 
English electors and thus defeat the home 
rule bill , The threats deceive no one, how- 
ever. The English as well as the Irish peo- 
ple have grown accustomed to them. They 
are noemore serious than those of 1869, 1886, 
or 1893. 

When Gladstone proposed the disestablish- 
ment of the Episcopal church in Ireland ip 
1869 ajmilar threats were made. One rev- 
erend gentleman declared the Orangemen 
“would kick the queen's crown into the 
Boyne ft she dared tqsign the disestablish- 
ment bill. The bill became law, and neither 
the queen nor her crown was molested. In- 
stead the law was obeyed and all hands now 
concede that it was a beneficent measure 
for church and country alike. 


Opponents Fear Loss of Power. 

The question remains why a section of Ire- 
land opposes the granting to the Irish people 
of the right to make their own laws, as every 
state in this union does now. Their reasons 
are purely selfish. For three centuries they 
and their ancestors have been the recipients 
of all the official perquisites. For most of 
this period the laws proscribing Catholics 
prevented any division of the spoils of office. 
This resulted in the “ ascendency party,“ 
as they are known, retaining all offices of 
emolument. They contrive to hold them 
practically to this day. They feel that such 
is their right. They proudly proclaim them- 
selves “England's faithful garrison in Ire- 
land,“ and certainly they have served Eng- 
land well, if not at all times faithfully. They 
realize thet the great body of the Irish people 
wil come in for ite rightful share of both 
patronage and power under a home govern- 
ment; and herein is to be found the great 
cause of their opposition.

Bo, dear ‘reddeq, you see there is some 
reason in the critics wanting to strike, don't 
you? 

Dear Reader—Certainiy! Naur m in 
favor of it. I wish ther d al strike. I 
never pay any attention to them, anyway. 

One of the most interesting of in- 
stitutions is the playwright’s chorus. Not. 
as you may infer, a chorus of pl ts, 
but a chorus of the friends ot pl ts, 
whose custom & is to borrow money ai 
cigarets from one particular author durin 
the dry season and shout, Yes, yes! to his 
queries when he is in the throes of play- 
birth. 

Just now these playwright chorukes are 
unusually active, seeing that many play- 
wrights have new plays in rehearsal. \ You 
see them conferring in hotel lobbies; you 
meet them advancing from hall to hall; you 
run into them in the lobbies. of closed the- 
aters. Usually the playwright 1. expound- 
ing théories or explaining certain/changes 
be has made in his most recent manuscript. 
If not he is pointing out the inherent weak- | 
messes of the other fellow’s play. d the | 
chorus, faithful to the finish, io -yes- 
ing! in sibilant enthusiasm. 

—— 


The playwright’s chorus may sound Ike 
a luxury. It isn’t. It is an absolute and 
Practical necessity. It is the only thing 
that makes the playwright possible. It saves 
him from the sneers of the cynic and keeps 
his attention set upon his faith in himself. 

Frequenthy it guides him wrong. because 
he is wrong-in the first place and it never 
seeks seriously to change his ideas, but 
without it he would be helpless. 

Imagine. for instance, the play wright with 
an idea falling into the hands of an un- 
friendly chorus. He would be utterly dis- 
couraged in one sitting. 

The chorus is an advantage the older 
playwright has that the younger playwright 
lacks. It is organized support that can 
be depended upon. Given a suggestion as to 
Which way its indorsement le most needed 
and it will remain faithful unto the end. 
Occasionally it may have an idea of its 
own, but in any event it is never depressing. 
That is the principal unwritten law of the 
Playwright’s chorus—never knock the boss; 
never recognize an idea as having previous- 
ly belonged to some other play; never doubt; 
never question; never insist. 

The playwright’s chorus probably bas been 
responsible for many a bad play, but it has 
a whole raft of productions to its credit. 

Mr. Edward Foy is this week giving seven 
of the eight litth Foys a vacation, the 
while he permits them to bring back into the 
family treasury a part of the money they 
have taken out of it.

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Frohman to Use Simple Stage Settings. 


HARLES FROHMAN recently said 

that he was serlously considering pre- 

paring some future plays along the 

lines of the Reinhardt planm—simple 
, “ props’ and few of them. 

Mr. Frohman has not definitely decided to 
abandon his reputation for mounting his 
productions sumptuously without regard to 
expense, but he is considering introducing 
the innovation in his theaters. 


Quite aside from the doctrine of art that 
elaborateness of setting tends to distract 
the attention of audiences from the sheer 
dramatic art of a performance, the tremen- 
dous decrease in expense bills involved in 
the Reinhardt idea appeals to Mr. Frohman, 
he says. He is quick to appreciate the effect 
upon net results of simple setting. 


The Reinbarét idea does not return to the 
utter simplicity of the Elizabethan theaters, 
where stage settings consisted of signs indi- 
eating to the audience. the scene in which 
the action was supposed to take place.

When the motion picture experts arrived at 
the city of Delhi, where the main events 
were scheduled to take piace with the actual 
proclamation of their imperial majesties, 


“they were met by Sir John P. Hewitt, chair- 


man of the durbar general committee. He 


asked what sort of stands were needed to 


get best results for the state entry to Delhi 
and the main ceremontals- When told that 
simple wooden platforms were the only things 
necessary, he said the mat ter would be at- 
tended to at once.

FIRST AID. TO THE INJURED. 


VERY now and then, as we pags 
along the street or public highway— 
in fact, in our ordinary daily comings 
and goings—our attention is claimed 
by those in distress, Mishaps and ac- 

eidents play no favorites. They oceur to peo- 

ple without regard to time or pla oe. f 

These misfortunes usually oceur wher- 
ever large crowds come together to witness 
exhibitions of feats, such as the Olympie 
games recently held at Stockholm, Sweden: 
wrestling matches, boxing bouts, and such 


contests as automobile, bicycle, motorcycle, — 


motor boat races, etc.; where conventions 
and large gatherings are beld; at 

and schools; on ocean liners, steamboats. 
and lesser water craft; on railroad traina, 
street cars, and other public and private 
conveyances; during disasters like cyclones, 
earthquakes, and explosions; collapse of 
buildings, and other structures such as 
bridges, caissons, mines, and well and cis- 
tern encasements; during floods, fires, and 
on fields of aviation meets; in and about fac- 
tories, stores, business houses, hotels, 
boarding honses; on the street and public 
highway; on the farm and in the private 
home. 


> 

It sometimes happens, for one reason or 
another, that people, intentionally or other- 
wise, take poisons or become asphyxiated 
by attempting, to hang themselves or by 
breathing poisonous gases, choking, or 
drowning. This does not mean that as- 
phyxia resulting from choking, strangule- 
tion, or even hanging is not frequently un- 
intentional and purely accidental. In these 
conditions, if scieptific treatment can keep 
the machinery of life going until the ob- 
structions are removed, the injured one may 
be restered to apparently practical health 
and usefulness. 

People are sometimes overtaken by fits 
or seizureg, and if not given é¢arly attention 
the cord of life may be snapped. These 
conditions may result from apoplexy, epilep- 
sy, hysteria, uremic convulsions, intoxica- 
tion, fainting, or one or another cause. When 
the engine which pulls the train is untracked, 
every available means is employed to get 
it back so that the journey may be con- 
tinued to the end, No less should these un- 
forgunates be given every possible assist- 
ance, as they are entitled to a chance to re- 
sume their life’s journey along the highway 
of social usefulness.

Such accidents as fractures, dtslocatione, 
sprains, and wounds, while ordinarily not 
dangerous to life, should be properly cared 
for in order to restore thé parts to a norma! 
condition and to usefulness as early as pos- 
sible. 

There are a number of apparently ‘lesser 
injuries such as. cuts, bruises, bites, and 
stings of insects, bites of dogs and other 
animals and snakes, which ofttimes do not 
cause intense pain, but may be exceedingly 
dangerous to life. There is a right way and 
@ wrong way to care for these seemingly 
lesser injuries. Many times they gét weil 
within a period of a few days without the 
attention of a doctor, but they frequently, 
when neglected, make trouble for a long 
time, and sometimes test the skill of the 
most capable ee before they heal. 


It should not be forgotten that a mere 
break in the skin is sufficient for the en- 
trance ofthe germ of tetanus, causing lock- 

aw; or to the streptococeus and other viru- 

t germs causing the most serious and dan. 
gerous infections known. 

When foreign bodies, such as cinder, 
emery, bite of steel, and dust lodge in the 
eye, or where peas, insects, and small grains 
have got into the ear and where beans, 
grains of corn, shoe buttons, and other for- 
eign bodies have found their way into the 
nose, much patience and care should be 
exercised in removing them, as great injury 
or irreparable damage may be done tothe 
the organ. 

Foreign bodies in the eye invariably cause 
great pain. They should be removed imme- 
diately to relieve the pain and to prevent a 
possible impairment of sight. Foreign 
bodies in the nose or ear frequently cause 
little og no pain, They are more elusive and 
may remain there for years. Those in the 
nose, however, should be removed, as they 
sometimes contain the eggs of flies and mag- 
gots are subsequently developed i in the nasa] 
cavities.

For many years the American Red Cross 
limited its work wholly to aid of the sick 
and wounded of armies in times of war, 
Later on, however, it saw that accidents 
constituted a greater national calamity thaa 
war, as untold numbers, among whom were 
frequently our most useful citizens, were 
permanentiy disabled on account of bad 

treatment of injuries before skilled assist- 
ance was 

Realizing that “ the fate of an injured 
man depends on the care first given to his 
injury,” it established a first aid department. 
The object of this department was to train 
men and women how to give first aid to the 
injured until they could be placed in the 
hands of a physician for final care.

From gome of its recent publications we 
quote the following: “ Accidents are con- 
stantly assuming more importance in the 
life of the nation. In the registration area 
of the United States, comprising 58.8 per 
cent of the total population, the statistics of 
the census bureau for the year 1910 (those 
last published) show, exclusive of suicide, 
48,006 deaths from violence. These 48.600 
deaths made a death rate of 90.3 per 100,000 
es mated population for 1910, as compare 
with 48,627, or a rate of 85.8, in 1909. Since 
1880, in the registration area of the Dnited 


| Sthtes, deaths from accidents have increased 


48 per cent. A very conservative estimate 
of the nonfatal accidents which result in 

artial or total incapacity for work in the 

nited States each year is 500,000. And 
at least 2,000,000 accidents which cause 
temporary disability occur yearly. These 
figures, large as they are, do not begin to 
reprerent the percentage of accidents ja 
some of the industries of the United States. 
For example, among railroad employés and 
miners between 20 and 30 years of age 
more than 60 per cent of all deaths ate due 
to accidents.

case of accident or sudden illness, and how 
to administer household remedies. 

Knowledge of how to give temporary as- 
sistance and comfort to the injured or those 
who have become suddenly il! until a physi- 
cian or surgeon can take charge of the case | 
should be acquired before the emergency 
arises.

There is nothing more desirable, or ad- 

irable, for that matter, than to be able 
to take charge when suddenly brought into 
the presence of an accident or mishap and 
set thingsright. Bystanders ushally readily 
recognize such a person and are only too 
glad to be directed what to do to be of ar- 
sistance. 

To accomplish the best results such per- 
gons as are needed and no more, should be 
requested to assist in the care of the injured 
ene. Now that you have assumed a duty 
you should execute it with and 
efficiency and without excitement or agita- 
tion. But do not forget that you cannot 
take the place of the physician and surgeon 
and that you are merely giving temporary 
aid. It is wise, then, to gend for the surgeon 
immediately, with such information con- 
cerning the accident as will enable him to 
bring such medicines and instruments as 
will be necessary for him to administer 
proper temporary or permanent care. 

It sometimes happens that people who 
know nothing, but out of the goodness of 
their hearts want to do something, give 
stimulants—whisky and brandy—to the in- 
jured, thereby interfering with their proper 
after treatment, Such e, if they think 
stimulants d better use hot 
water, tea, coffee, milk. Whisky or 
brandy may do great harm, especially in 
large quantities.

For the purpose of disseminating this in- 


formation the Red Cross has undertaken 
to establish a first aid clases in the various 
large cities throughout the country, Dach 
class consists of not less than ten and not 
more than twenty-five members, whe are 
instructed by a competent physician. The 
course of instruction cOmprises ten lessons 
of not less than one hour and a half each. 
At the conclusion of the course of inatruction 
an examination is arranged. An American 
Red Cross first aid certificate is given to 
successful candidates. There is a charge of 
25 cents for each person examined to cover 
expenses, issuing certificates, etc. 

A means ig also provided whereby the 
student so desiring may continue the study 
of first aid following the primary examina- 
tion and at the end of the year if the student 
passes a satisfactory examination he is 
awarded a Red ‘Cross badge, to which bars 
may be added for subsequent study and ex- 
amination. By the time the student has 
completed the latter course he is able to 
treat almost aby ordinary injury. 

The Red Cross has an arrangement with 
the I. M. C. A. and K. W. C. A, to become 
representatives in first aid work, conduct 
classes, hold examinations, and award com- 
bined certiticates of both organisations To 
facilitate this course of instruction the Red 
Cross furnishes a text book containing in- 
formation on how to give first aid to the sick 
and injured. 

oe 

Another, and perhaps greater, work done 
by the first aid department of the American 
Red Cross is in training the Boy Scouts how 
to care for the injured and those in distress. 
For this purpose a textbook bag been 
cially prepared and is recommended for the 
use of the Boy Scouts. This book, together 
with instruction outfits, first aid supplies, 
and the American Red Cross first aid pouch 
and outfit, constitute the Boy Scouts ara- 
mentarium as be goes forth to do battle in 


defense of his country’s honor. 


By this s of class organization more 
than 150; persons have been taught to 
give first aid in the last two years. In order 
to stimulate interest ii first aid work con- 
tests of various kinds are held in districts 
where demands are made for them. They 
are usually given in mining districts, such 
as those of Pennsylvania. To the winners 
at these contests are awarded medals and 
certificates of honor by the American Red 
Cross. In 1911 an exhibition was given at 
Pittsburgh, Pa., at which forty different 
teams participated. The program for this 
occasion, which was prepared by the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, was given at the national 
mine safety demonstration, The president 
of the United States, secretary of the inter- 
lor, various governors, and a large audience 
were present,

A knowledge of how to give first aid is not 
only a means of conserving human life hy 
making Quick recoveries after mishaps and 
accidents, but it is invaluable as a means 
of foregtalling accidents and fatalities as 
a result of accidents. For instance, the 
statistics show that in one mining district 
before first aid wastaught deaths from acei- 
dents were one per 90,000 tons of coal mined. 
The rate was reduced the first year after 
first aid had been taught and practiced to 
one death per 140,000 tons and to one death 
per 190,000 tons the second year, and the 
n of benefit associa lions hare 
deen cu: in half and the membership rates 
have been materially reduced, This shows 
that the practice of first aid principles has

But it ended 
in complete wreck, and the pathos of the 
final days of Horace Greeley's association 
with it makes one of the saddest narratives 
of all our political history. 
It should be said at the beginning that

Republican campaign of 1868. The Repub- 
licans relied not only upon the prestige of 
Gen. Grant, but also upan what they be- 
neved to be thé majority opinion in the 
north about the fairness, and necessity, even, 
of the reconstruction methods that had pre- 
vailed in all of the states that had with- 
drawn from the union. 

There was, however, at least one notable 
incident associated with the Republican cam- 
peign. This was the speech delivered by 
Senator Roscoe Conkling in the academy of 
Music at New York.

Liberal Republican Party Short Lived 

In thie reepect, therefore, Senator Conk- 
ling’s speech, concentrating, as it did, all of 
the issues which President Grant and the 
Republican party represerted, was regarded 
as one of the more important incidents of 
j-the Republican campaign. Yet after all the 
Republican managers had need to do little 
except to maintain the discipline of and 
strengthen the weak spots in the Republican 
party and, furthermore, carefully to watch 
the campaign carried on by the new Liberal 
Republican party, to which the Democratic 
party hed given its support. 

The Liberal Republican organization wasa 
sudden, and, in some of its features, a 


Strange growth. It is at this time almost 


impossible to trace to their sources the causes 
which made this organisation possible. 

However, one commanding influence was 
at the time fully recognized and is at this 
time seen more clearly than in 1872 in the 
perspective which history affords. This in- 
fluence was due wholly to personal reasons, 
reflecting antagonisms engendered by un- 
satisfactory association with President Grant 
and his administration. 

Undoubtedly the first visible demonstration 
of this personal feeling was that discovered 
at the time of the serious quarrel between 
Charles Sumner, United States senator from 
Massachusetts, and Gen. Grant. Senator 
Sumner opposed the ratification by the sen- 
ate of the treaty made by the administration 
with San Domingo. 


A 


. Quarrel Causes Disaster. 

Whatever the real cause of the quarrel was, 
h led to drastic action by the senate Repub- 
Yicans. In caucus they removed Sumner from 
the chairmanship of the committee on for- 
eign relations. 

This led to serious opposition to Gen. 
Grant and his administration from men who 
had been of distinguished service in the Re- 
publican party, notably Carl Schurz, then a 
United States senator from Missouri. 

After the control of the state had passed 
into the hands of the Republicans, Missouri 
disfranchised all citizens who gave their sup- 
port to the confederacy. But speedily after 
reconstruction began many of the leading 
Republicans of Missouri and all of the mem- 
bers of the Democratic party began to agi- 
tate in favor of remeving the ban. 

In 1870 this agitation had progressed so far 
that the Republican element designated as 
Liberals and the Democracy. united success- 
fully. and the following year B. Gratz Brown 
was elected governor by the coalition and 
the political disabilities were removed. Sen- 
ator Carl Schura was at that time of great 
influence in Missouri, especially with the 


editorship of the St. Louls Westliche Post. 
— 


Great Editors Favor Fusion. 

The success of this Missouri movement, 
so far as coalition between the Democracy 
and the so-called liberal element of the Re- 
publican party was concerned, served to sug- 
gest the possibility of a successful national 
movement based upon a coalition or fusion 
or complete amalgamation of the Democratic 
party and the liberal Republican. 

Gradually, in 1871, the movement for the 
organization of the new party took shape. 
It was fostered and very ably supported by 
Some of the leading newspapers of the 
United States. In New England the Spring- 
field Republican, which was then a power- 
ful influence under the editorship of Samuel 
Bowles, gave éarnest support to the move- 
ment; so also did Horace Greeley and the 
New York Tribune. Greeley had announced 
that under no circumstances would the 
Tribune support Grant for reélection. In the 
west powerful support was given to the 
movement dy Joseph Medill and Tue Cm 
CaGO TRIBUNB, of which he was then editor 
and proprietor. The Cincinnati — ee 
then controlled by Murat Halstead. 
Henry Watterson, with his influentia! e 
paper, earnestly advocated what was at first 
called the liberal) movement. 

The friends of Senator Sumner, who were 


almost all men of high cultivation and of

justice of the United States Supreme court.

Hearne, veteransfof the gane, hac; no word 
in the construction of the steel animals they 
were to pilot. It is true that during the last 
few days before.the official test the drivers 
attempted to remedy the errors of the de- 
signer, but the time was too short. The result 
of the Case company’s dependence on their 
pleasure car designer was failure 

Winkler is one of the best designers of 
pleasure cars in America today. He is a 
graduate of the Mercedes and. Benz fac- 
tories in Germany. He wished for stability. 
Stability in his mind could only be gotten by 
ponderous construction. Each machine he 
designed for the race weighed close to 3,500 


pounds.

1908. Thus the expert price of American 
machines has fallen from $1,880 in 1608 to

only fallen from $2,392 in 1008 to 62.210 in 
1912, the reduction in price on the export 
side being 47 per cent, and on the import 
side but 8 per cent. 

Even the remarkable growth in the exports 
of American automobiles noted above hes 
not kept pace with tLe growth in production 
at home, since the census of 1000 showed the 
value of automobiles manufactured in the 
United States in 1809 at 84. 748,009, while that 
of 1910 showed $249,202.000 as the value 
manufactured in 1900. The wages paid in 
the automobile industry. as shown by the 
census report aggregat:d 61. 1.000 in 1890 
and $48,694,000 in 1900: the capital employed 
in the industry in 1899, 88. 700, 000 and in 1900. 
$173,837,000. and the number of wage earners 
employed in 1890, 2,241, and in 1000.

English speaking people are the chief pur- 
chasers of American automobiles Of the 
21,757 exported in 1012, 6,288 went to Canada. 
5,716 to the United Kingdom, and 8,625 to 
Australia and New Zealand, the next largest 
number, 1,611, being credited to South Amer- 
ica, while European countries other than the 
United Kingdom took 2.296. 

Of the 063 automobiles. imported into the 
country in the fiseal year 1012, 401 were from 
France, 188 from the United Kingdom, 131 
from Italy, 116 from Germany, and 197 from 
all other countries.

O must abstruse chemical theory is 

connected with the average automo- 

bile man's definition of the various 

motor fuels the average man doesn't 

know of what the dealer is talking. 
A Mst of the various fuels, their origin, and 
characteristics follows: 

GASOLINE, or PETROL, is a distillate of 
crude petroleum and is acomparatevly light, 
mobilé and easily volatile epirit, the usual 
density (or weight, compared with an equal 
volume of water) ranging from 700 to .780. 
Chemically, petro! is defined asa mixture 
of tight hydrocarbons.” 

BENZOLINE is also a petroleum distilate 
considerably more vclatile than paraffin, and 
practically is a crude form of commercial 
petrol. It has a characteristic odor quite 
different than gasoline. 

BENZOL is a spirit distihed from ecal tar, 
and is a good substitute for gasoline, being 
easily volatile. Itsdensity, however, is much 
higher than petrol, hence the carburetor 
float has to be heavier to bring the level of 
the jet to the correct height. Its general use 
often has been advocated, but the available 
supply is limit d. 

PARA FFIN. ordinary lamp or burning oil, 
in the view of some authorities, should be 
named kerosene. as the word paraffin really 
applies to the well known solid white wex. 
The fuel is a petroleum distillate, not easily 
volatile. that is, at ordinary temperatures.

For Earth Trav- 
some time it has been recog- els Dusty 
nized that the brightness of 
the night sky is notentirely Space. 
due to the moon and stars. It appears thet 
the additional brightness must be a phe- 
nomenon of the earth’s atmosphere, and an 
attempt at accurate measurement of this so- 
called earth light” has now been made. 
It is computed that the full moon is 6,000,000 
times as bright as an equal area of sky. under 
earth light alone. The existence of a perma- 
nent aurora has been suggested, and the 
Idea is borne out by the fact that a line in the 
green of the earth light spectrum is charac- 
teristic of the spectrum of the ordinary au- 
rora. It is thought that this permanent 
aurora may be a result of theearth’s pasmge 
through a continuous diffuse cloud of dust. 
The particies giving rise to shooting stars 
are quite numerous, and it is a fair assump- 
tion that there may be finer particles suff- 
cient to cause the mysterious light of thesky.

Problems of Women Workers, 


Investing Funds. 

WIDOW: I note what you say regarding 
your lack of experience in investing funds. 
If you give the matter the sérious consider- 
ation that it deserves you can readily master 
the details of safe investing. There are so 
many well established business guidestn this 
day that taking rieks is almost wholly a 
matter of temperament. Itis not necessary 
blindly to plunge and take your chances now 
that modern investment has been reduced 
to a simple science, 

As a rule money loaned by first mortgage 
on real estate is a safe investment and 
brings more profitable returns in many in- 
stances than the ownership of the real estate 
itself would do. 

The income from the rent of real estate, 
even when it is fairly good, is not eo regular 
and certain as interest from a well secured 
mortgage. This is due partly to the cost 
of repairs that are continually needed to 
keep property in good condition. Real estate 
in large cities often involves a large expense; 
a street improyement may require the entire 
income from a house for a year. 

Mortgages on farms have come to be a fa- 
vorable investment in some large and 8 
servatively managed companies. Indeed, 
would be a difficult matter to find a mite 
security anywhere than peuduotive farm 
lands. 

A few rules regarding these lqans are of 
paramount importance. The first is a ne- 
cessity of an absolute flawless title. The 
second is the provisions of a sufficiently wide 
margin for the possible depreciation in value. 
There is always the possibility that the in- 
terest and taxes may be left unpaid by the 
borrower. For this reason it is customary 
to lend not over 60 per cent of the value of 
the property upon which a mortgage is 
piaced.

Rest First; Eat Afterward. 

The predatory beast returning from the 
chase does not devour his game until he 
has rested. A familiar illustration of the 
truth of our specialist's theory in this ro- 
spect is that of an experiment made in 
England a century or 0 ago by a cele 
brated naturalist, 


A dozen dogs were devoted to the costly . 


test. They were led for hours through an 
exciting fox chase and upon their return 
six of the pack were made to eat heartily 
and after a few hours were killed. The 
other six were allowed to obey the disposi- 
tion to lie down for a long sleep. When 
they awoke, severa! hours thereafter, they 
were given as much food as they would eat 
and left until a certain time had elapsed— 
the same number of hours that had been 
apportioned to the work of digestion in the 
case of the first half dozen. 

The stomachs of the dogs that had eaten 
while wearled with the chase were full of 
undigested food. The six that had been 
allowed to rest before they were fed had 
digested the meal thoroughly. 

This is a branch of our subpect to which 
we may revert later. What I would say now 
is that while one meal per diem may be @ 
safe and wholesome regimen for four out 
of ten dyspeptica, it is highly probable that 
it would work disaster to the remaining 
six. If our eminent specialist is to be cred- 
‘ited, probability will ripen into certainty. 

We find wide variance of theory and prac- 
tice with respect to the rules laid down by 
our correspondent as to drinking before 
and after meals and those promuigated by 
other Writers upon hygiene and practi- 
tioners of the healing art. 

One teacher bids us drink freely between 


meals avoiding mineral waters and iced 


beverages. A second advises warm bever- 
ages with meals, urging what he calls 
“the cruel absurdity of stuffing the stom- 
ach with dry, hard food, which will tax 
the gastric juices to the utmost.” He is 
particularly insistent upon the duty of 
drinking a couple glasses of boiled water 
early in the morning. 


The stomach, as he remfhds us, accumu- | 


lates a coating of mucus during the 
night of inaction. This must be washed 
awey before the normal secretions can 
assert themselves and assimilate nourish- 
ment. The same writer prescribes fruit as 
a first course for breakfast and decries 
the practice in Scotland end elsewhere of 
lining the already coated stomach with 
% poultice of oatmeal or mush, or other 
viscid cereal.” The bath of boiled water 
and the gentle acid of fruit cleanses and 
stimulates the digestive organs.

Who Is Right and Who Wrong? 

Who shall decide when so many learned 
doctors disagree, and so materially? Who 
is right in part and who is utterly wrong? 

In view of the mass of conflicting author - 
ities and the cloud of sounding words that 
darken the understanding of the average 
reader it behooves each of us to make a 
careful study of hig or her gastronomic 
idiosyncrasies and lay down his or her own 
plan of action. 

In plainer English, it ie the duty of each 
one of us to find out what manner of food 
agrees with one’s own constitution; when 
it makes for one’s comfort and health to 
take meals, and, having formulated a dict- 
ary, to stand by one’s convictions. If you 
find,that a damaged digestion is repaired, 


even in part, by eating one meal a day, ex- 


cuse yourself from eating the other two. 
Nobody obliges you to drink before your 
meals or with them. And there is no social 
or domestic law to prevent you from taking 
all the liquid you want at the proper time— 
or what you have decided is the right time. 

As we agreed upon a while ago, a rule of 
such general application that it may be 
regarded as a fixed fact in dietetics ig that 
it is unwholesome te a perilous degree to 
eat heartily when one is tired in body or in 
nerve. Some day I shall write a paper

Here again 
Goctors differ. Many healthy persons who 
do not consciously suffer from indigestion 
have told me that if they take a siesta im- 
mediately after a hearty meal they awake 
with a terrible sense of oppression in the 
region of the heart and an indescribable 
and unaccountable feeling of mental de- 
pression.

Over this pour a pint of 
warm, but not hot water; cover all closely 
and keep warm over night. In the morn- 
ing put this mixture into a double boiler 
and keep warm (never hot, remember!) 
at the back of the range until it is foamy. 


Then take out the sliced potatoes and throw 


them away. 

Add to what is left a cupful ‘of milk 
which has been scalded then cooled to 
blood warmth; a tablespoonful of lard, a 
teaspoonful of sugar, and a half teaspoon- 
ful of ealt. Lastly stir in a pint of 
warmed flour and set away in a warm place 
until it is light. This should be in an 
hour or less. When it has risen well, add 
flour enough to enable you to knead the 
dough readily. is impossible to give 
the exact quan 1 of flour, but the dough 
should be alittle softer than for yeast 
bread. Mold into loaves at once; put into 
pans, and when it has doubled in bulk, 
bake about an hour in a moderate oven.

Spiced Rhubarb. 


“Will you give me a recipe for spiced 
rhubarb—a sort of sweet pickle? late some 
in the house of a friend the other day which 
was delicious. It was bought at a woman's 
exchange. But their prices are always 
high, and we have quantities of rhubarb 
in the garden which I might utilize in this 
way. 

I haven't the least idea how to go about 
it. I never put up anything in the line of 
pickles and preserves until this year, hav-

i am so fortunate as to nave under my 
nand à recipe sent in by a practical howse- 
mother which may be just what sou went: 

Scrape the stalks of the plants nieely. not 
cutting too deeply. Much of the tlavorand 
succulence lie close to the skin. Then cut 
into inch lengths and lay in iced water for 
half an hour. Put into a granite or enam- 
el lined saucepan dripping wet as it comes 
out of the water, and strew between the 
layers white sugar, allowing three-quarters 
of a pound to each pound of rhubarb. 

When all is in fit a top upon the sauce. 
pan and set it in a pot of cold water. Bring 
siowly to the boil and keep this up until 
the contents of the inner vessel are tender 
throughout and of a fine pink color. Then 
stir in for each pound of rhubarb a tabie- 
spoonful each of ground cinnamon and of 
cloves and a teacupful of vinegar. Cover 
again and cook for half an hour longer. 
Pour into jelly glasses rolled in hot water 
and wet inside. When it is cold cover with 
melted paraffin. 

Let me say that gooseberries and grapes 
are fine put up in the same way. 

I agree with the correspondent to whom 
we owe the recipe in pretferring to cook 
rhubarb without the addition of water to 
stewing it. as is usually done. I never add 
any other liquid than the moisture which 
clings to the stalks after they are washed 
and laid in cold water. Then I cook it in 
the inner vessel of a double boiler, and 
when it is clear and tender put in the sugar. 
Color and flavor are preserved in this way. 
If the rhubarb is for sauce,“ and is to be 
used at once, I do not cook the sugar with 
tt at all. 

Prepared in this way it has the flavor of 
fresh fruit and not of preserves. If you 
like you may stir in a handful of cleaned 
sultana raisins when the contents of the 
inner kettle have cooked for half an hour. 

This is for rhubarb sauce to be eaten 
with meat. or as a simple dessert with 

‘bread and butter.

** Mexican frijoles: Frijoles are Mexican 
beans. Boil them slowly for hours until 
they are a thick, tender mass. They may 
be seasoned with a little chill pepper if you 
like the flavor. 

* Eggs with chili gravy: Fresh eggs are 
poached and served with this gravy. Put 
a tablespoonful of lard into a saucepan 
and bring to a boil. Then stir in a tes 
spoonful of chill powder and a little water. 
To this add several tablespoonfuls of gravy 
from the chili con carne, which we will 
suppose is already made Four over the 
eggs and serve hot. 

“With the dishes here described ond 
may serve a nice Mexican luncheon. Ane 
I have removed from Mexico I use a gocd 
canned tamale, as no one here makes 

“There are other Mexican dishes e 
which we are fond, but they are too com- 
plicated to be undertaken by the average 
cook. Serve light bread—or corn bread if 
‘you can get it and like it—and coffee with 
@ Mexican supper. Bananas, pineapples, 
and ambrosia are the typical Mexican de- 
serts. 

“The dishes I have indicated may be 
made as pungent with condiments as one's 
taste dictates. I make them mildly hot for 
those who are not familiar with the ge- 
pery compounds. One gets used to them 
in time and likes them. In our family we 
like them fiery.

He was undiplomatic and seemed to be- 
lieve that he could make a successful career 
upon entirely selfish motives, and was of 


the erroneous impression that he Gould ac- 


complish more in the line of authority by 
coercion and bluff instead of coéperation. 

He seemed to have had mo consideration 
of the interests of those who were un- 
fortunately placed under his keeping. This 
necessarily created friction between his 
workmen and himself and then his own brutal 
instincts asserted themselves. which resulted 
not only in his own downfall but also his 
‘employer. 

His advancement and promotion in line 
of authority was based upon his degree of 
efficiency as a workman. which evidently 
was misinterpreted by him to mean “ supe- 
riority.“ £ 
His over ambition rendered him over im- 
portant, thinking only of his own selfish mo- 


tives, and with no consideration for others, 


consequently did not know their wants so as 
to communicate them in a proper and in- 
telligent manner to his employer, and did 
not care to find them out. 

He advanced himaelf by efficiency in work- 
manship, but failed to comprehend that, in 
order: to successfully and amicably govern a 
body: of men, he should also surround him- 
self with a codperative staff which would 
stick. by him through respect of Instead of 
fear.

izing, poor and clumsy indeed. 

There are.men, however, who rather fancy 
thesc sorts of additions to themselves; are 
actually vainer over a gold tooth than over 
a natural one. And so it is in less concrete 


and tangible things. Men think to graft - 


upon themselyes something that has been 
made elsewhere than in their own incompar- 
able factories... When quite degenerate they 
become nothing but gratfters, adding te 
themselves profits they never earned, fasten- 
ing to.themselves false limbs or growing by 
proxy. When exposed to the full daylight 
this always shows up as a disreputable form 
of growth, yet not only the degenerate and 
the man without a model background try to 
grow this’ way, but others are perpetually 
aitracted to the method.

False Notions of Growth. 

There is a world of so-called business 
whieh fattens on men, especially young men, 
who. have false notions of how to grow. 
These businesses propose, for a nice round 
sum, to fit any man by some very short cut 
to be a railroad president or a high official 
in the transportation business, for some busi- 
ness where quite supreme judgment comes 
ag the result of solid accretions, with the time 
Warrant. Or, again, they offer a man a 
mercantile training or a doctor's degree in 
some brief period of months, the charge be- 
ing all out of proportion to that of a long 
and thorough discipline, with the false prom- 
ige that the fake training will take the place 
of the legitimate and long, and is therefore 
worth a large sum. 

We may be glad that we are not of the 
nation where a man has put all the years 
of ‘his life into the doing of a beautiful piece 


of carving, but there is a lesson for us in 


the thoroughness of such discipline. His 
product does not perish with him. It lasts 
centuries after he is dead and gone. He 
leaves a memorial of fine workmanship be- 
hind him, one large element in which was 
time 

The great number of organizations pre- 
tending to have the power to clip time four- 
ish for the trapping of gulls, and they could 
not live a day did not men have a false idea 
of how to grow and how rea! attainment is 
gained. Real growth is fundamentally the 
same as that of the tree. Magic art never 
produced a real tree, with its roots firmly 
bedded in the soil and its wide branches 
touching heaven. The magicians and the 
fakers are always ready to promise to pro- 
duce such mighty creations, but they have 
not succeeded in thousands of years of ef- 
fort, nor will they succeed. 

Real growth is one of the most fascinating 
things in the world, whether it be of man’s 
body or mind or of the plants. A whole and 
a wholesome family will take as much 
pleasure in watching pea vines come up 
and branch out, arborizing in their delicate 
way, as in seeing a show, and the pleasure 
is a much less transient thing. It is almost 
at much an event in the family of a sensible 
sort when Willie outgrows the yardstick 


and has to be measured on the door jamb 


with the others, as that when the Roman 
boy assumed the toga. sign of manhood and 
of one step of completed growth. 
* * 
No Limit to Arborizing. 

But here is another trap for the mind 
Growth is never really complete, though we 
may say of a boy he has got his growth. In 
extension maybe he has, but in intension he 
never can. Arborizing never stops. The 
oak puts out new leaves and branches every 
season, and the branches grow into strong 
limbs. Because its trunk is inclosed in the 
‘bard bark of years, there is no reason 
why at its tips and points it should be any- 
thing But as keenly alive as when it had 


send out the mest dainty and fragile clouds 
of greenness. A willow tree will arborize 
after it is chopped down and lies prostrate, 
and this is typical of the man who reaches 
out as long as there is a live cell in him, 
grows, rather than jives a life in death. 

Another man wulf lie down and employ all 
sorts of agents, the electric battery and all 
sorts of human skill of others to keep him- 
self alive while his hands swell and stiffen 
and his whole body 1s self drugged. With 
no great effort the life in him might ia- 
crease by leaps and bounds, but his mind hae 
stopped arborizing. If that was sending out 
new growths he would be matching it in his 
bodily activities. Sometimes men have real- 
ly drugged themselves for years and lived 
a hibernating sort of existence, keeping 
inert a power of such a high degree of vitality 
that after years it has enough of itself left 
to revolutionize the man’s whole life. With 
new arborizing every latent drop of energy 
has come to the front and sometimes 
seemed miraculously great

Exertion Generates Energy. 

It is astonishing how much of energy a 
man who says to himself while I live I will 
de alive,’ will find in himself. The more he 
reaches out to do, always within reason, the 
more energy and strength he will find de- 
veloping. He begins to utilize the energy 
makers he is putting into his body in the 
way of food, instead of taking them in and 
allowing them to utilize him. Just as the 
new leaf bud pushes off the old leaf he will 
tind his new energy p@§hing off a helpless- 
ness that had been entirely 4 matter of 
imagination. 

As with the body, so with the mind. The 
mind has the power of arborizing to the day 
of a man’s death, yet one man or another 
will claim that he is losing his memory or 
has lost the power of concentration or the 
power to reason. He may have stopped 
growing 80 long before that he goes to sleep 
on a day or days when his worldly success 
demands that he be most awake. Live things 
are difficult to keep in a state of equilibrium 
unless they are sufficiently active, and 
many sorts of activity are growth, or they 
cannot go on without growth. . 

Just as men have more sense today about 
keeping their flesh clean, their hair trimmed 
and unmatted, their nails filed, so they ara 
beginning to have a sense of keeping their 
minds cleansed of filthy or dead things, the 
filaments unknotted, and all the débria of 
worry and trouble cleaned out. 

There is nothing that prevents a mans 
arborizing like worry. This will keep him 
from putting out a single new twig of ef- 
fort. He is like a certain country man of 
splendid ability and the best of good com- 
mon sense about many things. In a dif- 

ferent atmosphere, an atmosphere with 
forcing qualities, he would undoubtedly put 
out branches of effort extending so that they 
might reach out as far as do the activities 
of our greatest mail order houses. But some- 
how as it is where he is hé cannot grow, he 
cannot put out new filaments. He has real 
genius for trade, but he cannot risk any- 
thing. : 
* 
Worry Prevents Profit. 

Such a man did finally buy a little store 
and set up in business, but he grew old and 
less agreeable every day. One of the rea- 
sons for this was that for the first year or 
more that he had the store he could not 
sleep of a night for fear that it might burn 
down and his $350 investment go up in smoke. 
He hoarded, as a salaried man, several thou- 
sand dollars, but the prospect of losing a 
penny worried him out of all reason. He 
works himself and he works his family, but 
he gains not half as much with all his efforts 
as he might could he grow a bit. 

There are plenty of people who are actual- 
ly jealous when they see one of their friends 
or acquaintances more active than them- 
selves, especially if the friend is getting 
things they want but won't pay for in the 
particular sort of coin required. An ex- 
penditure of effort or good sense or money 
itself may be the thing they will not give for 
the sake of getting. They are perfectly . 
willing to get, but they are not broad enough 
to see. that they must pay a price. They will 
not water their plants of ability and yet ex- 
pect them to put out new shoots. They 
want the new branches but they will not 
realize that they have to supply the soll and 
sun and rain that will make them grow. 

A good deal of arborizing represents «a 
spontaneous sort of growth. a quick bursting 
of the cell wall to let out a new filament, but 
the wall hag to be kept pilant and the cell 
content briskly alive.

The Texas Gulf Coast. 
ALESBURG, Ill.—{Back to the Land 
Bureau.]—Wi you please give me 
some information concerning lands in 
Brazoria county, Texas, price of land, 
climate, and the crops which can be 
raised? x. 

Brazoria county was once famed for its 
rich cotton lands, on which the yield a veraged 
more than a bale an acre, Foods and 
storms of 1899 and 1900 destroyed many of the 
cotton gins, however, and the boll weevil 
invaded the area at about the sme time 
This caused a great decrease in the raising 
of cotton, but sugar, rice, truck, and fruits 
have taken ite place, much to the edvantage 
of the district, which is increasing in popula- 
tion and being better cultvated. 

The climate is hot in summer, though mod- 
erated by gulf breezes. The winters are so 
mild that roses bloom the year round, It is, 
in fact, a typical gulf coast county. 


Rainfall is fairly heavy, amounting to forty . 


inches a year, but trrigation is necessary for 
raising rice and is. found valuable in obtain- 
ing the maximum yields of other crops. 

More than 50 per cent of the area of the 
county is Houston black clay, which is good 
for genera) farming re weil 
drained. It is especially suitable for rice, 
and may be used for fruit and truck crops. 
About 80 per cent of the area conaists of 
marehy or overflowed lands of ttle agri- 
cultural value. 

Rice growing is being developed by flooding 
lands by means of canals from the Brasos 
river, and the extent of the sugar industry 
id indicated by the fact that the state has 
purchased an estate of 8, 000 acresand erected 
a sugar mill costing $300,000 to raise and 
make sugar by convict labor. 

The principal frutts raised ere the Satsuma 
orange and the Magnolia fig. The latter ie 
especially productive and is bought by fac- 
tories for preserving, §60 a ton being paid at 
the orcharda 

Lettuce, onions, cucumbers, potatoes, 
spinach, turnips, beets, strawberries, and 
blackberries yield large returns under in- 
tensive cultivation. 

The cities of Galveston and Houston, which 
are in counties adjoining Brazoria county, 
afford markets and access to transportation 
facilities. 

The valve of land varies greatly, according 
to transportation facilities, drainage, tim- 
ber, and quantity purchased. Large tracts 
may be bought as low as jv an acre, which 
when cut up into small farms are valued at 
several times that. The raw land in general 
may be purchased for from $25 to $60 an 
acre and made much more valuable by the 
planting and maintenance of orchards or 
other improvements.

Central Alabama Opportunities. 

Waterviiet, Mich.—[{Back to the Land Bu- 
reau.]—Wilt you kindly favor me with such 
information as you may have of farms in 
central Alabama? A. N. W. 

One of the best locations for a man who 
wants to go back to the land is Jefferson 
county, Alabama. This county is a little 
north of the-center of the state and contains 
the large city of Birmingham. This territory 
has grown rapidly in wealth and popula- 
tion as a result of ite mines and manufaoc- 
tures, Some of the cities in the vicinity have 
doubled their population in the last few 
years. 

The agricultural development of the dis- 
trict has not kept pace with the increase in 
population, and as a result large quantities 
of agricultural products are shipped in from 
states as far distant as Wisconsin. ; 

The chief crop grown by the natives is 
cotton, and this‘is grown ina wasteful and 
unscientifiC manner. The greatest opportu- 
nities of the district probably lie in the de- 
velopment of truck farms, as two crops a 
year of many products may be easily grown, 
and large yields obtained, which can be 
disposed of in the nace: Sypnerhew at big 
prices. 17 7 

The growing season between killing frosts 
ie 281 days, and the hardier vegetables may 
be grown during all the winter; two crops 
of Irish potatoes or sweet corn, for instance, 
may be raised each year. 

The altitude of the county ranges from 
240 feet to 1,400 feet above the sea level. 
The majority of the farm lands are at ele- 
vations of from 500 to 800 feet. 

The average annual rainfall is about fifty- 
seven inches, which le ample for all crops.

The price of truck land is high tr the mo- 
diate vicinity of the cities, where it sells for 
$100 to $150 an acre. Farther out it may be 
obtained for from $15 to §50 an acre. Good 
truck land may be rented for from $1 to An 
acre. 


The chief difficulty in the way of truck 
farming on a large scale is that of labor. 
The cost of labor is from 7 cents to N. 20 a 
day and bond but the demand of the mines 
and factories makes it scarce at any price.

Even at 
thie price they should be profitable, as yields 
of over 200 bushels per acre are often re- 
ported. Very early or late tomatoes often 
bring $1 a besket of lees than one-half 
bushel capacity. 

“Cabbage should be more generally 
grown, espetially on the Decatur, Upshur, 
and Hagerstown soils. In July and August 
there is often a scarcity, large consignments 
being shipped in from the north. 

The Dekalb and limestone soils are well 
adapted to strawberries and blackberries, 
although few are grown, and berries are 
imported from the south and from Cullman 
county. The price te always high, and the 
culture of these fruits would prove profit- 
able Large quantities of cantaloupes are 
grown and marketed at profitable prices. 
Beets, peas, peppera, cucumbers, kale, spin- 
ach, and caulifiower find a ready sale and 
are well adapted to the lighter sandy Dekalb 

olle Turnipse are universally grown as a 
winter crop. 

“ ‘The culture of tree fruits is in a neglected 
condition. Judging from the abundance of 
Wld plume and grapes, certain of the tame 
varieties should do well, especially at higher 
elevations. Few cultivated grapes are seen, 
but the vines were thrifty and productive, 
The stony, gravelly, and shady phases of all 
olle wil} produce ecuppernongs and musca- 
dines of good flavor. 

“On the whole, Birmingham, with ite n- 
creasing population, furnishes one of the 
best markets in the south for all soll prod- 
ucts, and the soil are #0 well adapted to 
truck and other subsistence crops that many 
times the area now devodted to their pro- 
duction could be profitably utilized.”

Milwaukee, Wis.—[Back to the Land Bu- 
raeu)—I have read your valuable informa- 
tion In Tun Scunpay Tammo for the last 
few Sundays, and it has interested me so 
that I am now contemplating buying land 
in the west. 

I noticed in Tum Trisuns of Aug. Da 
telegram from Washington, D. C., telling of 
1,500,000 acres of Indiana land which are 
to be auctioned off in the next two months 
by the federal government. Will you please 
tell me how to obtain this land, whether 
it ie necessary for me to go out there my- 
elf, what residence requirements there are, 
whether the land 1s irrigated. All other in- 
formation you can give me concerning lands 
in Wyoming or Montana, crops grown there, 
eto, will be greatly appreciated. J. A. K. 

The lands you ask about are to be gold by 
the United States at public auction as fol- 
lows: 

** About 776,000 acres of Shoshone or Wind 
river Indian River reservation lands, at not 
less than $1.00 per acre, beginning at Lander, 
Wyo., on Sept. 19, 1912; about 260,000 ecres 
of Uintah Indian reservation lands, at not 
less than 50 cents per are, beginning at 
Provo, Utah, on Oct. 8, 1012; and about 350,000 
acres of Crow Indian reservation lands, at 
not less than $1.60 per acre, beginning at 
Billings, Mont., on Oct. 21, 1012.” 

The Shoshone and Uintah lands will be, 
sold for cash and the Crow lands for one- 
afth cash, and the balance in four equal 
annual installments.

“Much of the so-called ori out’ on 
are nothing more than areas in a poor physi- 
cal condition, impoverished of their organic 
matter through clean culture methods. They 
can be reclaimed and made highly produc- 
tive by deeper plowing, the incorporation of 
an abundance of organic matter, and ade- 
quate protection against washing. Barn- 
yard manures constitute the best form of 
organic matter, and this faluable farm prod- 
uct should be conserved more diligently, but 
gince the supply is so utterly inadequate to 
meet the demands the best substitute must 
be employed, namely, leguminous crops 
plowed under.

Every farm should raise hogs, 
sheep, and cattle not alone for the profit from 
the sale of wool, mutton, pork, and beef, but 
for the good results obtained through pas- 
turing the lands and the production of stable 
manures: 

“Phere are 802,000 acres in the county, of 
which only 127,000 acres are improved. The 
county could easily support many times its 
present population and then not be taxed to 
ites capacity. Possibly one of the greatest 
needs of the county is larger population— 
certainly the greatest need as far az utilizing 
the idle land is concerned.” 

Forty-two per cent of the area of the coun- 
ty is of the soll type known as Louisa bam 
and 34 per cent Louiga fine sandy loam, both 
of which are classed by the federal soil ex- 
perts as of agricultural value. The former 
is rated at 38 to $50 an acre and the latter at 
$4 to $30 an acre, accofling to location an 
character of improvements.

| W next Tuesday after the long summer 
vacation an army of dpproximately 
310,000 pupils and nearly 8,000 
teachers will resume their work under im- 
proved conditions. While the boys and girls 
have been enjoying themselves carpenters and 
builders, have heen busy constructing new 
buildings and remodeling the old, until today 
Chicago ranks with the leading cities of the 
world in its school equipment. 

In ite educational system the city remains 
unsurpassed, and many of the progressive 
ideas inaugurated here have been adopted hy 
other cities. No other American municipality 
has gone te the extent Chicago has in estal- 
lishing vocational schools, and it is planned 


to make greater progress than ever along that 


line this year. 

In the matter of salaries paid to teachers 
Chicago compares favorably with other large 
cities, and the new schedule recently adopted 
provides for an annual increase of $100 for 
teachers in each group. The salary appropri- 
ation of over $8,000,000 for the.year 1912 
gives some idea of the cost of teaching Obt- 
cago’s rapidly growing yeung idea how to 
shoot.

Health New the Great Problem. 

At the present rate of progress Chicago will 
soon surpass every other mugicipality in pre 
viding spacious playgrounds.

One af the latest movements for the im- 
provement of schoo} conditions is that of abol- 
ishing the noise made by elevated trains which 
pass the various: buildings, According to Hen- 
ry W. Huttgann, chairman of the leases com- 
mittee, chairman of the sites committee, and 
also @ member of the buildings and grounds 
committee of the. board af education, fourteen 
schools dre affected by the noise of elevated 
trains. Prom 9 a. m. to 10:30 a, m. it is 
impessible to hear a pergon speak aärgas the 
root, even with the windows closed,” de- 
clared Mr, Huttmann. “ If the noise nuisance 
is not abated it will cost the citizens of Chi- 
cago considerably more than $1,000,000 for 
the, construction of new buildings in quieter 
localities. However, the president of one road 
has promised to cohperate with us, and we 
expect the others to do the same. If they do 
not the matter will be taken te the courts.” 

Along strictly educational lines the board of 
education is striving to imeulcate a desire 
among school children for more reading of a 
higher: clags. The boys and girls of today 
are not reading as much the children of 
former generations did,” sa Mr. Huttmann- 
and the first step toward improvement along 

that line has been taken in providing new 
readers that possest more literary merit than 
the old style books. 

“In addition the board win encourage 
neighborhood associations to establish libraries 
to supplement those of the schools, The 
neighborhood movement is growing rapidly 
and the schéo} buildings are being aan 
open to the publie to be used for entertain- 
ments and amusements that will tend to keep 
the children off the streets when they are not 
attending classes. 

“One feature I believe will prove. popular 
and at the same time be valuable as an edu- 


cational feature is the plan to hold debates in 


the various school bufldings. While these 
would be similar to the old style contests of 
that kind, they would be up to date and on 


modern subjects.

Motion Pictures Draw Parenis. 


Another forward step taken by the Chi- 


cago board of education was the recent appro- 
priation made to aid the various social settle- 
ments in giving motion picture shows and 
other forms of free entertainment. These 
will not only help keep the children off the 
streets but will also provide amusement for 
their parents. We are striving to make every 
possible advancement along practical lines, 
and I am in favor of throwing open to the 
public the swimming pools that are being con- 
structed in the varions schools. Our entire 


school system is dependent upon the taxpay- 


ers, so why should théy not recéive every pos- 
sible benefit? It is the board’s intention ulti- 
mately to use school buildings all the time and 
not allow.them to,remain vacant during vaca- 
tion periods and in the evenings.” 

In his fifty-eighth annual report President 
J. B..McFatrich of the Chicago board of edu- 
cation states that during the year new build- 
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ings and additions to old buildings were com- 
pleted and have beep occupied for school pur- 
poses et a total cost of $1,890,800, thereby 
providing additional seatings to the number of 
12,600. New buildings and additions to old 
buildings, costing approximately $3,190,000, 
have been placed under contract during the 
yest, and when completed will provide addi- 


tional accommodations for 13,800 pupils. 


“During the year new sites and additions 
to old sites were acquired and paid for gt 4 
cost of $892,850, The acquirement of gixteen 
new sites and fifty-five additions to old sites 
was ordered by the board, and the legal pro- 
ceedings will be commenced early in the fall.” 

Concerning the establishment of industrial 


‘schools in Chicago President MeFatrich says: 


While much has been spoken and written 
relative to this subjeet, few if any cities are 
able to show a great degree of progress in the 
way of meeting the demands for traiped 
workmen in the liberal arts. Every year thou- 
sands of children are leaving school from the 
fourth to the eighth grades, inclusive, with 
little or no preparation for the work which 
the industrial interests can offer to persons of 
immature age and experience. The one dom- 
inating purpose of both the child and the par- 


‘ent is ‘to find a job’ regardless of the lack of 


adaptability of the child to the particular 
work which he finds to do. 
R ** 

Plans Schools for Special Preparation. 

The duty of the publie toward these chil- 
dren’ has long been a matter of discussion, 
and the evidences of their rights and needs 
are so apparent as to carry the question be- 
yond the necessity for further argument. 1 
believe that the time for action is at hand and 
that the board of education should take imme- 
diate steps for the establishing of vocational 
and continuation schools in such portions of 
the city as are easy of access. These schools 
should be conducted for boys and girls over 14 
years of age, regardless of the grade in which 
they may be enrolled and independent of cer- 
tification usually necessary in entering the 
high schools. It should be the office of these 
schools to combine practical and academic 
work with such direct and specific vocational 
training as will form the basis for efficiency 
in his subsequent chosen field of work. 

„The schools should also provide, wherever 
possible, for a division of the time of the pupit 
between the work of the school and that of 
the shop, factory, or business ind@stry in 
which be is to be engaged. These schools 
should exist as a medium of special prepara- 


tion between the usual primary apd element- 


ary stage of instruction and the industrial 
employment into which the pupil is to enter 
early in hig life career.” 

“In my annual report I have urged that 
every school in Chicago be equipped with de- 
partments of manual training, household arts, 
and kindergarten,” said Pilla Flagg Young. 
We already have solved the problem of man- 
unl training and also that of kindergarten 
instruction.

“The instruetion in manual training and 
household arts should be so related to the 
book work—call it academic work if you like 
~—that manual training and housebold arts 
will form a concrete basis for all problems in 
arithmetic and drawing and should lead out 
to much of the work ia geography and nature 
study. Until we so relate hand work and 
book work the schon will accomplish only 
one-half what is possible. 

“There are under manual training the 
work in wood and also in metal and many 
forme of leather work for children. Under 
household arts are cooking and sewing.

Cel Away from Meaningless Analysis. 

* once heard a gentleman in the cast say 
that his boy, 9 years old, had done a great 
deal of work in caring for the garden. He 
had been ingenious in solving problems in 
connection with the work, but when the boy 
had the same problems presented to him in 
school and was asked to solve and analyze 
them he stood mute before the teacher. He 
didn’t know how to analyze them. 

„Our sehools have gat to get away from 
these meaningless book analyses and make the 
teaching more practical. At present the con- 
neetion between book problems and their prac- 
tical application is so abstract and vagne 


that no one ean understand them, just as the 


boy failed to analyze a book problem which 
he knew perfectly from a practical standpoint. 

“We have awimming pools in three new 
high schools and in two elementary schools, 
The day will soon come when we shall teach 
all of our boys and girls to swim, just as we 
now teach them arithmetic and spelling. 

“In the matter of physical culture Chi- 
cago’s schools are making rapid advance 
ment. Our high schools are provided with in- 
structors in gymnastics for both boys and 
girls, There are two such teachers in each 
school, one man and one woman. We are also 
giving ¢onsiderable attention to the physical 
examination of pupils in order to detect and 
correct ailments that prevent them from 
making proper progress in their studies. I 
look forward to the day when a physical ex- 
amination of each pupil will be made in every 
school of the city. 

I believe it is necessary for all physical 
instructors to have a medical education m 
order to be properly equipped for their work. 
It does not always follow that a fine gymnast 
is a good paysical culture teacher. 

“One of the greatest steps taken recently 
in improving the schools of Chicago has been 
the establishment of vocational training 
courses ip the technical high schools. We 
also have @ teachers’ training college, where 
young men and women are taught how to be- 
come instructors.” 2

“Little Mothers” Are Developed Now. 

“Among the new factors that have fougd 
their way into our system, none has a more 
just and legitimate claim for support and en- 
couragement than the ‘little mother classes’ 
that have been organized under the direction 
and patronage of the department of health,” 
said Mr. MeFatrich. 

“Early in the school year Dr. George B. 
Young, commissioner of health, submitted to 
the board of education a plan for educating 


the girls of the higher grades in the elemen- 


tary schools in the duties of motherhood, with 
special emphasis on the care of children during 
the period of infancy. In sixty-four schools, 
during the year now closing, these classes 
have been instituted. To these classes chil- 
dren in neighboring schools were made wel- 
come, and the course of instruction was con- 
ducted without in any way detracting from 
the daily program of the regular work of the 
schools. 

“The course included twelve lectures >a 

relating to various features in domes- 
tic hygiene. Infant care and protection being 
the central thought in the instruction, the 
selection, preservation, and preparation f 
foods constituted an important part of the 
subjects considered, and the need of bodily 
care and sanitary environment was mode 
plain to the classes. 

“The high rate of infant mortality, indi- 
cated in our statistical reports, calls for well 
studied and ‘concerted action to discover the 
causes and remedies for the fatal diseases so 
common the children of the city. The 
problem of saying cannot be solved by 
legislative enactment, or by the creation of 
protective agencies operating outside the home. 
It ig @ parental and a domestic question. Its 
solution is i t on the gtandards of 
sanitation which we are able to maintain in 
the home, and on the measure of intelligence 
with which motherly care is directed. 

“The useful and healthful suggestiong 
which will be carried from these classes to 
the homes of the community will result in im- 
mediate improvement in home conditions as 
they relate to the care of infants. The home 
of the future will reap the larger benefit 
throngh this early training in the duties ‘of 
motherhood.”

Medical Tests Resultful. 


Medical inspection of pupils was begun in 
the Chicago schools in 1902, and dental exam- 
inations were commenced in 1910 The in- 
auguration of both of these systems was due 
to the recognized need of diminishing the con- 
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stantly increasing causes of retardation in 
school work, and excellent tesults have been 
attained even in the short period that has 
elapsed. 

The board of education originally started 
the medical inspection movement in 18988, but 
the work was turned over to the city health 


department in 1903. 


Prior to 1908 medical examinations of 
punils were limited to contagious djseases, but 
since the municipal authorities took charge 


the work has been extended to discover and 


remedy physical defects that might tend to 
retard scholars in their studies. 

When the medical examination of pupils 
was first started it was more for the purpose 


of municipal protection from contagious dis- 


eases than from a desire to benefit the 
scholars. As the work progressed the nee 
for extending its scope became evident until 
now the remedying of physical defects is con- 


sidered equally as important as the prevention 
of contagious diseases. 

Twelve inspectors comprised the first force 
of medical examiners employed by the board 
of education and when the city health au- 
thorities took charge this number was in- 
creased to forty. 

Under a new system of medica! inspection 
which will become effective next Tuesday ev- 
ery new pupil enrolled will be given a blank 
form ef questions concerning the child's physi- 
eal condition, which parents will be require 
to have filled out and certified to by a qualified 
physician. These certificates will then be re- 
turned to the principals of the various schools 
and will furnish the basis of determining the 
pupil's capabilities. They will also serve to 
prevent cases of “chromic retardation.” This 
plan was originated by Daniel P. McMillan, 
director of child study and educational re- 
search.

It was on this trip that 
Miss Moore met Mr. Elliott for the first time. 
The result was that Mrs. Elliott lost not only 
her friend but her husbaad as well.

Spending Becomes a High Art. 

With this alimony Mrs. Elliott No. 2 started 
out to show how spending could be made an 
art. She had already had seven years’ ex- 
perience as the wife of a millionaire, but her 
work of getting rid of large sums of money 
was plainly amateurish up to the time she 
began “ going it alone.” 


Since her divorce she has been living at 33 
West Sixty-seventh street, or rather she did 
live there up to the time that she had fin- 
ished her elucidation of the question of “ How 
long does it take to spend a million?” 

It was in 1907 she obtained her divorce 
and, incidentally, her alimony. Last fall the 
above question was answered. She was tread- 
ing the gloomy corridors of the bankruptcy 
court. Her fortune was gone the way of the 
whirlwind and her former husband had ceased 
to pay the $20,000 a year as stipulated by the 
court.

Here Is How She Did It. 

How did she spend this fortune? Well, it 
does cost something to live in these days of 
high prices. And with the training that the 
indulgent millionaire gives his wife, she nat- 
urally finds it, the spending habit, hard to 
break, even when the aforementioned in- 
dulgent husband has bestowed his indulgency 
upon another woman. And a million dollars, 
with an addition of $20,000 yearly—a mere 
bagatelle—can't last forever if one disperses 
it like water that has no meter service. 

That Mrs. Ethel Elliott had been dressing 
well appeared in the list of liabilities which 
she filed at the time of her petition in bank- 
ruptey. For example, there was the tidy sum 
of $11,600 which she owed for dresses, hats, 
and furs. Other interesting items in the 
schedule were: $1,391 for jewelry: $1,184 for 
household linen: $2,166 for rent; $672 for 
underwear: $425 for laces ; $205 for cab hire; 
8222 for fur storage, and more than $1,000 
for meats and groceries. 

The greater part of the debts were for 
purchases made between 1906 and 1910, 
throughout the period when she was receiving 
regularly her allowance of $20,000, 

She had spent a fortune with but little to 
show for her enormous expenditures; there 
was little tangible evidence of the wreck. In 
her Sixty-seventh street residence Mrs. Elliott 
had 84.500 worth of furniture, but, haplessly 
fur her creditors, all this housebold gear was 
under chattel mortgage. 

There was, however, one other asset. It 
was the claim on her former husband for un- 
paid alimony amounting te $23,445. When 
Nathaniel Walkof was appointed trustee in 
baakruptcy for the estate he ordered the claim 
sold.

And she her- 
self is wiser, for she has had more chance to 
learn.

HE dancing season is at the door. The 


first fall breeze will bear abroad the 
swan song of the amusement park and 
herald the birth of Chicago’s fall and 
winter dancing season. There is a scrubbing, 
‘seouring, polishing, and varnishing in a thou- 
sand dance halls to prepare to entertain 50,- 
000 couples whe seek the dance hall nightly 
during the fall and winter. : 
Dancing is the great recreation of the peo- 
ple in a great city. It is the cheapest and 
‘most enjoyable pleasure to thousands upon 
thousands of working girls and boys. The 
girl who pastes labels in Packingtown for 
ten hours a day, the girl who dips candy from 


7 in the morning until 6 at night, or wraps 


soap, or makes horseshoe nails in a dingy. 
stuffy factory is greatly in nted of recreation 
and excitement. 

The monotony of her humdrum existence 
must be broken. The dance hall offers the 
excitement and pleasure she craves, as does 
nothing else. 

Unfortunately the dance hall is not in all 
cases a purveyor of innocent pleasure alone. 
In many places in the city the moral atmos- 
phere is far from reassuring. In fact, it is 
distinctly unfavorable and even dangerous. 
Social and philanthropic organizations in the 
city who are standing guard over the dance 
halls and the 100,000 young people who fre- 
quent them nightly have no hesitancy in say- 
ing that quite a number of ‘the 1,000 or so 
public dance halls in Chicago are a disgrace 
to the city and are too often feeders for the 
underworld.” 

To safeguard the girls and boys seeking 
recreation in public dance halls a strong 
movement now is on foot to prevail upon the 
city authorities to install a public chaperone, 
preferably a woman, at each place. She 
would see to it that the boundaries of decency 
and morality are not overstepped. 

x * 
A Policewoman for Chaperone. 

In fact, these philanthropic agencies may 
not wait until the city authorities take action 
on the matter and may install woman chap- 
crones in some of the halls where it is urgent. 

“There is only one remedy for the evil 
dance hall,” said Mrs. James A. Britton, a 
leader in the movement to protect girls, “ and 
that is for the city to provide a woman police 
officer as a chaperon in every hall. It makes 
no difference whether this woman chaperone 


is married or single. If she is fit for the 


work give her the job. Until the city gets 
ready to do this, private philanthropy should 
provide the funds. | 

The agitation in a large measure was in- 
spired by an investigation of 328 halls re: 
cently. The total attendance averaged 86,000 
persons an evening. Most of these dancers 
were between the ages of 16 and 18. The 
conditions prevailing in these dance halls were 
found to be the following: | 

In 187 halls immoral dancing was in- 
dulged in. 

In 77 cases the dance halls were located in 
proximity to disreputable lodging houses. 

Some of the waiters in these dance halle 
were creatures of the underworld and stood 
ready to give information about underworld 

places to innocent boys and girls. 

A systematic effort was made to get the 
girl intoxicated. . 

2 
Girls Subjected to Insult. 

Women of the underworld mingled with the 
innocent girl and boy dancers and sought to 
win their friendship. | 

Liquor was sold in 240 out of 328 halls. 

In 146 halls liquors were sold to minors 
in violation of state laws and city ordinances. 

In a number of halls girls were subjected to 
most indecent treatment by men, and when 
they protested they were choked until they 
screamed. 

In pleasant relief to the horrible conditions 
existing in the halls investigated stands out 
one dance hall on the west side whose man- 
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agement has for a year been cohperating with 
the Juvenile Protective association in an effort 
to give the working girl dancing under clean 
and wholesome strroundings. 

The proprietor of this hall is a successful 
biisiness man who has grown sons and daugh- 
ters and Who is a beliéver in the golden rule. 

He came to the association and told of the 
trials and struggles with which he was meet- 
ing in his effort to run a dance hall which 
should be a proper place for young boys and 
girls. 

Excessive drinking, this dance hall keeper 
said, frequently was indulged in at his place 
in spite of his wishes. He was a respectable 
man; he explained, and did not want to bear 
the responsibility for conducting an improper 
place. 

He also did not want to bear the stigma 
which society puts upon the proprietor of an 
improper dance hall. Would the reformers 
help him conduct his hall so that it should 
be thoroughly respectable—so that he could 


let his own daughter and his wife attend the 


dances? , 

The officers of the association were only too 
glad to codperate with him. The first step 
taken to make his hall safe and respectable 
was to close the saloon and abanilon the wine 
room in the hall. Thus drink was separated 
from dancing. Instead of beer the thirsty 
dancers could now drink fresh water from a 
drinking fountain which has-been installed 
in the place of the bar. 

R * 

Woman Weeds Out Evil Influences. 

But this did not yet solve the problem. 
Many of the societies giving dances in this 
hall would take out’ a special bar permit and 
would sell liquor to boys and girls there ia 
spite of the proprietor. 2 

It was then that it was decided to install 
a woman chaperon in the place. The man 
approved of the idea heartily and paid the 
expense. The association sent him a social 
worker to every dance. Two policemen co- 
operated with her in an effort to make the 


hall a model. In this they have succeeded to 
the satisfaction of all concerned. 

The dances which have been conducted in 
that place in the last year have been thor- 
oughly respectable. The hall keeper is now 
A happy man, for his reputation has gone 
up in the district and he is doing a brisk 
business, renting his hall for all sorts of 
social affairs. , 

Respectability in his case is paying well. 

This model dance hall, however, is still only 
u voice in the wilderness. The great majority 
of dance halls in Chicago divide themselves 
roughly into two groups. There are the“ pro- 
fessional” dance halls with Japanese lanterns, 
led floors, carpeted dressing rooms, and 
other cheap pretensions at luxury. These 
halls are in the minority. They are located 
on business streets, bear conspicuous an- 
nouncemenfs, and charge 25 cents or more 
admission. 


Loafirig Place for Gangsters. 

The other group of dance halls, the by far 
larger group, is of the home variety. ‘The 
cruder among these are simply extensions of 
the barroom. Partitioned off from the bar 
is a hall, frequently the reverse from big and 
spacious, During the day drunkards who are 
steady patrons of the saloon are chucked into 
this hall to sleep off their potations. « Idlers‘ 
and even gangsters of the neighborhood make 
the ball their hangéut?” : 

On the nights when dancing is on the place 
is tidied up a bit. The floor is swept, the 
tables removed, and chairs er benches placed 
slongside the walls. A table moved to one 
corner and à ¢ouple of chairs placed on it 
make a platform for the musicians. 

The more up to date of the places are lo- 
es ted on the floor above the saloon. Admis- 
sion generally is free, except for à slight 
charge for hat check. The proprietor relies 
for his income solely upon the sale of drink. 


It is a little after 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing when the thousands of boys and girls begin 
to wend their way to the halls, From a 
wooden shack on Canal street emerges a girl. 
She wears a simple linen dress, no hat, and 
crumples ber handkerchief as she walks down 
the street hastily. You need not be much of 
a judge of humanity to notice that the girl 
had passed ten hours in a factory. Her face 
and hands are red and shiny from the thor- 
ough scrubbing they just received. 

She does not go far. Around the corner is 
a saloon. To the rear of the saloon is a door 
with the sign “ Entrapce to dance hall above 


it, The girl walks up à flight of stairs. 


There are several girls in the hall. A few 
young men, coatless and collarless, lounge 
about. They are what might be termed ushers. 
Until more young men come in they try to 
make friends with the girls and dance with 
them. 

One by one the musicians file in. The 
musicians are all workingmen who are mak- 
ing a little side money. Few of them can 
read notes. There are generally one or two 
violins and a drum. In some of the halls a 
girl is banging an old piano. They play popu- 


lar airs. The chief characteristic about the 


music is the maddening noise. By 8 o'clock 
the dance is on in earnest. c 
0 R * 

Dances Crom Shorter and Drinks Longer. 

As the eyening progresses the dances be- 
come of shorter duration. On the other hand, 
the intervals for drinking become longer. In 
the hallway a girl who has already had a 
few glases of beer is daréd to drink from a 
bottle. With an unsteady attempt at coy- 
nes§ she refuses. Another girl and boy, who 
have had more than is good for them, jeer at 
her and finally the girl yields. 

Wabbling from side to side she enters the 
hall a little later. It is nearly. 10 o'clock. 
The dancing now becomes ‘riotous. Turkce:

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trot, grizzly bear, and other fancy names in 
dances are now the order on the program. 


What passes for these dances, however, are 


contortions of the body without grace and 
attractiveness, but with a great deal of coarse- 
ness. | 

By midnight the dance has literally been 


— 
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turned into an orgy. Beer flows. Obscene 
remarks and oaths are mingled. Somebody 
gets into a row with somebody else. A bottle 
is thrown. A head is split. The girls be- 


come frightened and one by one they depart. ‘ 


Friends of the fighters take a hand. The 
one who has been injured is taken to a doctor. 
The policeman, if he is there, knows better 
than to raise a fuss. Ile permits the fight 
to die down “ peacefully.” The truce which 
is established is, of course, followed by an- 
other round of drinks, this time for the men 
only.

Foreigners Take Their Families. 

To some of these dagces in the foreign dis- 
tricts ‘women go with their husbands, and 
even children. It is these dances that are on 
the whole least harmful. The presence of 
older married people somehow makes for the 
preservation of decency. 

Things are different in the 
dance halls along the nicer streets, where

professional 


there are Japanese lanterns and ferns and 
carpeted halls. 

The patrons of these places are not the 
crude sons and daughters of recent immi- 
grants or themselves immigrants, but the 
American or Americanized working girl and 
boy. To these halls the girls go from tbe 
different parts of the city. They are well 
dressed. 

They are miles and miles from their homes. 
Many girls go with escorts. But a great 
many others go without. 

The music here is furnished by better musi- 
cians. The bar in the rear of the hall & 
nicer. The drinks are served by ‘waiters in 
white aprons and vests. The waiter also 
wears a collar. But he is often all the more 
vicious. a 

There are other men there who minglè with 
the dancers. They, too, come unac¢companied. 
They are well dressed, almost too weil. They 
are perfumed. Their manners are engaging 
to the innocent girl, though an older and 
more experienced person would have boch 
repulsed by the exaggerated politeness and 
obligingness of these rapid fire talkers. 

It is the unwary and the innocent, how- 


ever, that these men with hawklike eyes spy 
out and go after. It is those who had never 
tasted gdrink outside the family table that 
these men. not always young, either, try to 


prevail upon to“ take something.” And after 
that something has been taken then—God 
help the unwary girl. 
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is a mistake to imagine that only a beau- 


ty or an extremely fashionable girl is the 


most popular one at parties. While it
